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Legislation 


Much legislation affecting horsemen went 
into the hoppers at Annapolis during the recent 
session of the State Legislature. Some of it was 
good, some bad, some ludicrous and at least one 
would-be law was frankly retaliatory. Un¬ 
questionably all horsemen will welcome the 
State Fair Bill which was discussed in our last 
issue, whereby an additional set of dates was 
granted the half-mile tracks who in turn must 
contribute $5,000 each towards premiums at 
agricultural exhibitions. The enabling act 
whereby a State Fair Board was set up was also 
passed. This board will administer the State 
Fair affairs. The bill making it a felony to 
tamper with an animal in the State was early 
passed and, introduced at the instance of the 
Racing Commission, it gives that body some¬ 
thing to work with if and when such miscreants 
as '^spongers’* get caught at their nefarious 
practices. The Stallion Licensing Bill, intro¬ 
duced by the Eastern Shore breeder, Wilbur 
Hubbard, at the instance of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, was also passed 
and this law sets up a maximum licensing fee 
of $3 5 for stallions standing in Maryland, re¬ 
placing the confiscatory old law whereby the 
studmaster with a high class horse might find 
himself paying the State as high as a thousand 
dollars or more as a result of bringing high 
class horses into the State. 

Killed or lost somewhere were such bills as 


that which forbade the publishing of information 
concerning racing in the State in other than 
State-operated newspapers (it should have been 
lost and its sponsors with it). Delegate Sam 
Friedel’s bill to put jockeys and exercise boys 
under the jurisdiction of the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Act, a worthy measure, was also mis¬ 
laid. The same fate befell the Locke Bill to 
compel the employment of 90% of Marylanders 
by the racetrack operators, and that bill where¬ 
by the operators of the tracks themselves had 
to be Maryland voters. Truly the legislative 
mind is capable of strange antics at times. 

The Relief Bill whereby the tracks were 
granted (though at whose request no one seems 
to know) ten days each more racing and 
whereby the Baltimore bookies were to be 
licensed was wisely vetoed by the Governor. 
Certainly the State has enough racing days now 
and to spare and it would only be a question 
of time before this additional tax burden 
($6,000 each racing day) would be another 
straw with which to break the camel’s back. 
Having watched from close by the debacle of 
racing in Kentucky a dozen years ago after 
the tracks around Cincinnati had staged 120 
days of straight racing, we have no hesitation 
in saying that Maryland racing can be quite 
effectively killed, or severely crippled, by just 
such measures. 

What is to happen to the **bookies” is, at 
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this writing, not at all clear. The Legislature 
is in special session and it is rumored that an 
attempt will be made to legalize this parasite 
industry that will flourish as long as man 
breathes God’s good air, for to gamble is 
innate in all men. Certainly such legislation, if 
enacted, should not be a relief measure, or a 
revenue measure solely. Rather it should at¬ 
tempt to be a regulatory measure. It is our 
opinion that if bookmaking cannot be stopped 
—and it appears it cannot—by the police, then 
the police are not effective. On the other hand 
if the majority wishes to make handbooking 
legal it should be done as it is done in Paris 
and in Sydney, Australia. Under the now 
vetoed bookie bill the racing itself and the 
horsemen benefitted not at all, unless by the 
"comeback money” which came to the tracks. 
Under the French system betting shops are 
open in various parts of the city where the 
bettor can buy a paris-mutuel, or tote, ticket 
just as though he were at the track and he is 
paid off—if he’s lucky—in the same manner, 
all moneys going into the machines at the 
race courses. In order to encourage bettors to 
make their wagers at the tracks an additional 
percentage could be added to the take from 
bets made in the down-town betting shops. 
Were this method of countenancing away- 
from-the-track betting adopted, the tracks 
would get the money bet, and consequently 
the horsemen, who are the suckers where the 
handbooks are concerned, have a chance to 
benefit from more purse money available. 

The Dog Racing Bill reared its ugly head 
during the session but so hard was the on¬ 
slaught upon it from all decent sources that it 
soon disappeared. At one time, before the 
hearings on it, the Wyatt-Every-Curran et al 
bill was thought to have some chance of pass¬ 
age, but when the fight was over the tale was 
different and it was surprising how manv self- 
whitewashers appeared; no one, it seemed, 
wanted to admit having touched the bill. Lined 
up solidly against the bill were the powerful 
farm interests, the Grange, the Farm Bureau, 
as well as the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation and the Harford County Breeders’ 
Association. Edwin Warfield, Jr., stockman, 
poloist, and farmer member of the Racing 
Commission, led the fight but the most telling 
blow was delivered by Capt. John Slattery, 
Secretary of the Harford County group, whose 
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forceful arguments and well written, revealing 
pamphlets, which he distributed through the 
house, were powerful blows to the dog racing 
clique. Thus we are safe for two more years 
from the onslaught of the racketeers, but let 
not the horsemen rest on their oars, for there’ll 
be another fight on their hands next session. 

Racing 

Racing in Maryland this spring has seen 
two successful meetings, at Bowie and Havre 
de Grace. At the former track there was little 
to cause comment, chief winner of the older 
divisions being E. K. Bryson’s Gallant Fox 
colt. Calumet Dick, which won both the 
Bowie Handicap and the Southern Maryland 
Handicap, Benjam winning the juvenile stake. 
At Havre de Grace, J. A. Manfuso’s Aneroid 
won the Harford Handicap, Hal Price Head¬ 
ley’s Whopper the Philadelphia Handicap, and 
the Bomar Stable’s Benjam, trained by R. E. 
Potts, won the Eastern Shore. War Admiral, 
Samuel D. Riddle s son of Man o’ \7ar and 
Brushup, by Sweep, whose picture is on our 
cover page, galloped away from all opposition 
in the Chesapeake Stake, stamping himself as 
a really high class colt and logical contender 
for Derby and Preakness honors. 

As we go to press, Pimlico has opened its 
Spring Meeting for fifteen days, with every 
indication of a successful meet and with Mrs. 
Robert H. Heighe’s Rehearsal winner of the 
Pimlico Nursery for juveniles and J. A. Man¬ 
fuso’s Aneroid winner of the Baltimore Spring 
Handicap, six-furlong event for older horses. 

The Preakness 

Within two weeks another Preakness will 
have been decided, and a Kentucky Derbv too. 
Who will be the winners is rather a confused 
question at this writing. Pompoon was defi¬ 
nitely and badly beaten in the Wood at Jamaica, 
and therein a new star. Melodist, appeared. 
Will "Sunnv Jim” do it a^^ain as he did with 
Omaha and the Fox? The Bradley pair, Brook¬ 
lyn and Billionaire, have twice been decisivelv 
beaten, once by a maiden son of '“'Sir Greysteel, 
Grey Gold. Another son of a grey sire in Court 
Scandal prompted a gambler to offer a good 
bet that a son of a grey horse would be the 
winner at Louisyille. Our preference is War 
Admiral at this time. He appears to have the 
necessary early lick, and I think he can stick 
it too. At any rate we’ll hope that Sam Riddle 
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will w^in the Derby, and win it with a son of his 
great Man o’ War. 

Pimlico Prepared for Preakness 

Not since the ’70s and ’80s, when Governor 
Oden Bowie and his far sighted associates put 
Pimlico on the racing map, has the outlook for 
a big revival of the sport at the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s historic old plant seemed more 
auspicious than for the coming Spring Meeting 
from April 29th to May 15 th, inclusive. 
Always abreast of the times, and frequently 
ahead of them, this popular turf center has 
again put its best foot foremost, and visitors 
will be agreeably surprised at the changes and 
improvements visible on every side. The first 
thing to attract attention is the removal of 
the old judges’ and stewards’ stand and camera 
to the top of the grandstand, whence every 
move of horse and rider can be seen from start 
to finish. The space where the judges’ stand 
was located has been leveled off, and there is 
nothing now left to obscure the view of the 
finish, always the most exciting part of racing. 
Additional boxes have been erected, several 
thousand more reserved seats set aside, and 
fresh paint has been lavishly spread wherever 
needed. The names of the Preakness winners, 
beginning with Survivor in 1873, have been 
painted on the clubhouse boxes, corresponding 
with the Dixie winners on the grandstand 
panels, thus giving a panoramic history of Pim¬ 
lico’s famous classics. Superintendent Ryan 
has the track in splendid shape, and the steeple¬ 
chase course has been rolled, and fresh brush 
put in the jumps. The permanent hedges 
planted several years ago are now fully grown, 
and make an ideal brush jump. 

During the meeting the munificent sum of 
over $200,000 will be distributed among the 
horsemen, an average of over $13,500 per day, 
and of this sum $71,000 is given in stakes, 
$15,000 goes to the steeplechasers, and $107,700 
to overnight events and handicaps, an arrange¬ 
ment that has naturally attracted the best 
stables in the country. The Preakness, of 
course, is the outstanding feature, and promises 
to be worth going miles to see. Every good 
three year old in the country has been nomi¬ 
nated, and every owner is keen on adding to his 
collection the famous Woodlawn Vase, which 
has again been put up as trophy to the winner 
through the courtesy of Mr. M. L. Schwartz, 
whose Bold Venture won it last year after a 


gallant struggle with the Belair Stud’s Gran¬ 
ville. A replica of the vase will be given out¬ 
right to this year’s winner. 

Identification 

Inspecting, not long ago, a farm where are 
two brown stallions without enough white on 
either of them to cover a silver dollar, and 
noting a fair number of foals by these sires 
that were either solid bay or brown with little 
or no markings, the thought occurred to us 
that our present system of Thoroughbred iden¬ 
tification was rather weak and antiquated, and 
that it might be well for the Jockey Club to 
seriously consider more adequate means whereby 
such cases as the Exotude-Blue Boot case of 
last winter would be virtually impossible, 
unless directed by criminal intent. With the 
best intentions in the world it is quite a 
possibility that such a farm as that above 
mentioned might sell to one party half a dozen 
yearlings and in the transfer it is not at all 
impossible that identities might be mixed. If 
the new buyer has two colts that looks much 
alike and have the same color and no markings, 
he is entirely at a loss unless he can get the 
vendor or, more likely, some of his help, to 
tell which is which. If, however, these colts 
were either branded, or possibly tattooed or 
earmarked, as are cattle, he would have little 
difficulty and a permanent identification would 
be assured. It has always been our thought 
that the late John E. Madden had the most 
fool-proof method of marking the many scores 
of foals annually raised at Hamburg Place in 
the heyday of that once great breeding farm. 
The Madden mares were branded when put to 
stud on the right shoulder, in bold figures. Each 
year when the foals were weaned they were 
branded under the mane in small figures with 
the number of the dam, a dash and the last 
two numerals of the current year. This system, 
with the addition of a letter or mark to be 
supplied by the Jockey Club, might well be 
used by all breeders. This would take some 
working out but it seems to The Maryland 
Horse that anything tending to improve the 
confidence of the public in things to do with 
racing is worth a great effort. 

Horse Shows 

The horse show season in Maryland started 
off at Marlboro in mid-April, and shows will 
continue at about weekly intervals right on 
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until the snow flies. To the average attendant 
at the shows these exhibitions after the first 
few visited lose some of their interest due to 
the apparent wish of most secretaries to dupli¬ 
cate the same classifications as other previous 
shows have had, with the result that there is 
a good deal of sameness in all the shows. We 
offer executives the suggestion that inasmuch 
as horse shows are presumably intended to be 
not only spectacles for the public but also com¬ 
petitions whereby the local breeder of horses 
shall be encouraged in the matter of improve¬ 
ment, that they schedule more classes for 
breeding stock and young animals of all types. 
There is a good deal of breeding of hunters 
carried on in Maryland and many breeders 
would be glad of the opportunity to exhibit 
their stock. Such classes are scheduled at the 
Doughoreghan Manor Horse Show, the Long 
Green Show and the Wicomico Hunt Club 
Show. Furthermore, we suggest that every 
show should stage at least one horsemanship 
class for children and one for adults. In 
fact, two children’s classes could well be 
staged, one open to all and one for those 
children who have never won a horsemanship 
class. Such events are always well filled, create 
a good deal of interest among parents and rela¬ 
tives of the children, and have definite edu¬ 
cational value.

Pulling Contest 

There now appears to be some likelihood of 
a pulling contest being staged at the State 
Fair at Timonium. At the great Fairs of the 
West and Middle West these contests have, 
since their inauguration, been great drawing 
cards and as an instance we cite the contest 
staged at Ogden, Utah, last October, this 
being the eighth of such events sponsored by 
the Utah State Fair and the State Agricultural 


College Extension Service. On this occasion, 
under the eyes of many thousands of spec¬ 
tators nine lightweight teams came out, all 
weighing less that 2700 pounds, three prizes 
of $40, $30 and $20 each being offered. In 
the middle-weight division, for teams weighing 
up to 3000 pounds, $370 was given in prizes, 
from $80 to the winner to $20 to the eighth 
award. A similar sum was awarded in the heavy 
team division, open to all teams weighing over 
3000 pounds, making a very attractive sum 
with which to draw the farmer-exhibitors. As an 
encouragement to the drivers showing the 
best horsemanship in the contest Wayne Dins- 
more’s Horse and Mule Association of America 
gave $50, divided into five awards. We venture 
to predict that, were our State Fair manage¬ 
ment to duplicate any such offerings in the way 
of prizes that they would get a fine turnout of 
the best of the State’s many a good team. 

Hunt Races 

The four cross-country races annually staged 
in Maryland took place as scheduled under 
varying weather conditions. It was an un¬ 
pleasant racing day, with poor track conditions, 
when the Junior Point-to-Point was run over 
part of the Maryland Hunt Cup course on 
April 3rd. Fourteen horses made up the field, 
and the race was won by Miss Superior, owned 
and ridden by W. Norman Baetjer, Jr. On the 
following Saturday four races were run on the 
estates of Leslie E. Keiffer and J. Myers Pearce 
at My Lady’s Manor, Monkton. On this occa¬ 
sion a field day was enjoyed by the horses 
trained by Lieut. Victor P. Noyes of Long 
Green Farm in the valley of that name, whose 
entries scored in all of the four events. Chief 
event of the day was the My Lady’s Manor 
Point-to-Point, which Tertius won for Mrs. 
Francis P. Garvan, with Morgan Macy up. This 
was Mrs. Garvan’s third victory in the My 
Lady’s Manor and entitled her to permanent 
possession of the Challenge Cup. The next 
event, the Right Royal Cup Steeplechase run 
over the same course, was won by M. B. Met¬ 
calfe, Jr.’s Tres Bon, ridden by Henry Thomas, 
and the John Rush Streett Memorial Steeple¬ 
chase over two miles of brush was won by Kepi, 
the only finisher, the other two entries having 
fallen. Kepi also is owned by Mrs. Garvan, and 
was ridden by Henry Thomas. Bitter cold 
weather conditions failed to dampen the ardor 
of the enthusiasts who came out to see the

races run, and good contests rewarded them. 

Saturday, April 17th, was a pleasant, spring¬ 
like day, and on this occasion two races, the 
Maryland Grand National Point-to-Point and 
the Churchville Cup, were run off at the Here¬ 
ford farm of W. R. Whittingham on the York 
Road. Winner of the first event was J. W. Y. 
Martin’s Inshore, who repeated his triumph of 
a year ago. Winner of the second event was 
Dontara. 

Rather cool weather apparently caused a 
slight drop in the attendance at the Maryland 
Hunt Cup on Saturday, April 24th, but cer¬ 
tainly no less than fourteen thousand enthu¬ 
siasts were gathered on that wonderful natural 
grandstand, the hillside below the home of the 
late C. L. A. Heiser lying to the north of the 
Hunt Cup course in the Worthington Valley. 
A good field went to the post with J. W. Y. 


Martin’s Inshore and Paul Mellon’s Welbourne 
Jake dual favorites. After a good start Blockade 
led until he took a tumble with the field pretty 
well bunched behind him, the gray gelding, 
Indigo, showing well up throughout. Coming 
down the hill into the turn for home it looked 
as though Inshore might take the lead from 
the gray when for no apparent reason he 
ducked out leaving the race to the Mellon 
gelding, which came up from behind to beat 
the tiring gray, with Frank M. Gould’s Ostend 
in third place. Trained at Middleburg by Jack 
Skinner, who usually rides him but was unable 
to do so in the Hunt Cup due to a broken 
arm, Welbourne Jake is a handsome bay gelding 
by Star of Pride out of Welbourne, and is seven 
years old. On this occasion he was ridden by 
Mr. Richard Hamilton. The race was marked 
by good jumping throughout and afforded the 
spectators an excellent show.

To properly capitalize on the vast out of 
town attendance at the races during the week 
of "The Preakness,” one race each day has been 
named after an important point of historic 
interest in Baltimore or in honor of one of this 
city’s great men. Two of these, the Edgar 
Allan Poe and the Fort McHenry, will be 
renewals this year and in time to come it may 
be that the entire Preakness Week program at 
Pimlico will be considered of outstanding im¬ 
portance, all of which tends to help publicize 
Baltimore. 

In anticipation of a record breaking crowd 
on Preakness Day, the Jockey Club has installed 
additional facilities for spectators, increased the 
number of reserved seats in the grandstand, 
moved the judges stand so as not to obstruct 
the finish line and a number of other changes 
which will reveal to the old-timer a new 
Pimlico. It is estimated that the improvements 
will provide for a capacity of approximately 
50,000 people on Preakness Day. 

Culminating the week’s gaiety will be the 
Annual Preakness Ball to be held on Saturday 
night. May 15, at the Fifth Regiment Armory. 
Here the second Preakness Queen, Miss Anne 
Preston McAdoo, an expert horsewoman well 
known in Maryland and a granddaughter of 
United States Senator McAdoo of California, 
will be crowned amid the pageantry and color 
of the occasion. She will be attended by her 
court consisting of representative women from 
Baltimore and the different sections of the 
State. In selecting the dance music for the 
ball, the committee made every effort to get the 
best and believes it did so in the persons of 
Tommy Dorsey and Ozzie Nelson, both na¬ 
tionally known radio dance maestros. A new 
precedent will be set at the ball this year when 
the winner of the current Preakness will be 
awarded for permanent possession a replica of 
the famous Woodlawn Vase, the original of 
which is held by the winner for one year only. 

The decoration scheme for the ball will be 
that of Pimlico, with the racing theme used 
throughout even to the display of the racing 
colors of famous Maryland stables. It is esti¬ 
mated that approximately 4,000 people will 
attend the ball and arrangements have been 
made for the proper seating of that many 


guests. Every effort is being made to make 
this year’s ball more interesting, more enter¬ 
taining and more colorful. 

In the belief that the interest shown in the 
Preakness Week programs last year and this 
year assures its continuing success, a non-profit 
corporation was formed under the name of the 
Preakness Week Association, Inc. Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt was elected chairman; Mayor Jackson, vice- 
chairman; H. N. Busick, Treasurer; and David 
F. Woods of the Association of Commerce 
Tourist Development Bureau, executive secre¬ 
tary. The Board of Governors, in addition to 
the above named officers are: Charles E. Mc- 
Lane, William Wallace Lanahan, Harold I. 
Fink, W. G. Ewald and Folsom B. Taylor. In

This minor success was 
followed up by one of considerable magnitude 
when Joseph E. Widener’s brown colt Victrix, 
by '^Kantar from Victory VI, won the Prix 
Edgard de la Charme, worth 63,3 56 francs, at 
the same race course April 6. Run over the 
mile and a quarter distance the stake was com¬ 
peted for by a number of last year’s top 
juveniles and in second and third places were 
a pair of well regarded colts from the Roth¬ 
schild stable, including Brantome’s three- 
quarters’ brother Chenonceaux. In fourth place 


was One I Love, winner of the Nice Grand 
Prize. Ridden by Bridgland, Victrix staved off 
repeated challenges through the stretch to win 
by a length and a half. Writing from Paris 
after the race the English trainer, Jim Russell, 
than whom there are few better hands at 
**spotting” and picking bargains in Thorough¬ 
breds, says, *'I assure you he’s one very fine 
colt and is one likely to beat the lot in France 
this year.” Two of the highly regarded colts 
in the string Dick Carver is handling for the 
Derby-Granard partnership are sons of 
'‘‘'Kantar, and at Holly Beach Farm visitors are 
impressed with the fine, even lot of foals, all 
either bay or brown, by Alcantara II’s great 
son who was himself one of the best race¬ 
horses of his time in France.

The following letter, which is self-explana¬ 
tory, was sent together with the fourteen listed 
reminders to the members of the Maryland 
Legislature now in special session at Annapolis. 
The Maryland Horse is heartily in accord 
with the communication in every respect. 

April 27, 1937 
To the Members of the General Assembly: 

In connection with the convening of the 
present Special Session of the Legislature, it has 
been suggested that the tax on pari-mutuel 
betting at the race tracks be increased by 2%, 
and that the net profit tax be increased by an 
additional 10%. 

Should these measures be adopted, the very 
foundation of many benefits to the State of 
Maryland will be endangered. The various race 
tracks within our borders at present contribute 
no less than $1,000,000 annually to the State 
Treasury in taxes. Moreover, this figure repre¬ 
sents 47% of their total yearly net receipts. A 
large portion of this money is dependent on the 
amount of the 1% tax on money wagered. This 
is one of the taxes wherein an increase is so 
thoughtlessly proposed. 

At a time when Maryland racing, which is 
rich is tradition and blessed with the most 
enviable reputation, needs encouragement and 
not discouragement, it is fitting that a few 
facts be brought to mind. The four major 
tracks in Maryland represent an investment of 
$4,500,000 and the half-mile tracks a $1,- 
000,000 more, on all of which heavy real 
estate taxes are paid. They are largely respon¬ 
sible for the existence in Maryland of breed¬ 
ing farms representing an investment of 
$17,000,000, and having an annual payroll of 
$2,000,000. The tracks themselves employ 
4,200 persons, paying them in excess of 
$3 50,000 a year. 

The agricultural interests in Maryland derive 
untold benefits from the tracks, not only 
through many horse breeding establishments, 
which are regularly affiliated members of the 
Maryland Farm Bureau, but also in direct 
benefits to the Maryland farmer through the 
large sales of provender to the tracks, used to 
feed the countless hundreds of horses which 
are brought to Maryland each year for the 
racing season. 


Lawmakers 

It must be remembered also that many 
thousands of acres in this State which are now 
occupied by horse breeding farms would be 
largely cut up for small dairy farms should 
the breeders move elsewhere. This would be 
most disastrous from an agricultural standpoint, 
as Maryland is now almost exclusively a milk 
producing State, with an over-production 
threatened under present circumstances. 

Senate Bill No. 21, passed at the regular 
session of the Legislature, provides that half- 
mile tracks in Maryland must contribute at 
least $5,000 each for premiums for bona-fide 
live stock and agricultural exhibits. Timonium, 
owned by Pimlico, has for years conducted a 
fine agricultural event for our farmers. Further, 
another bill was passed at the last Legislature 
calling for the creation of a State Fair Board 
and the establishment of an annual State Fair 
which will be largely supported by the race 
tracks.

Long ago Adolphe Pons, fiscal agent for the 
Mereworth Stud of Walter J. Salmon and erst¬ 
while agent in similar capacities for the late 
August Belmont, Joseph E. Widener, Robert L. 
Gerry and others, decided that he was going to 
obtain a farm of his own where his boys might 
enjoy life in the country and where he might 
relax when the time came that he thought he 
had worked long enough. Hence the name of 
the farm two miles south of Bel Air, in Har¬ 
ford County, where John Paul Pons now man¬ 
ages the four sires and many mares that are 
housed on Country Life Farm. One of the 
State’s newest breeding farms. Country Life 
is yet one of the busiest, with mares there for 
no less than twenty-four different owners, in¬ 
cluding well known breeders such as Robert 
L. Gerry, George H. Walker, J. K. Newman, 
Mrs. W. Plunkett Stewart, Howard Bruce, 
Capt. Jeff Cohn, and Mereworth Stud. 

The farm itself contains 116 acres of rolling 
land, well drained and having plenty of good 
grass and running water. There are four 
stallion paddocks, each of 3 acres. There is a 
ten room guest house besides the main mansion, 
and there are two tenant houses on the place. 
Thirty box stalls house the mares and foals and 
there are four separate stallion boxes. The 
Country Life yearlings are housed at the annex 
farm, two miles down the Harford Road, a 
60 acre farm with a dozen good boxes, man¬ 
ager’s house and tenant house.

Big, well made Ladkin is 
a son of Fair Play, and his get run well having 
earned over $450,000 at this writing, more 
than the get of any other Maryland sire. The 
grand brown Crack Brigade is a son of ’''Light 
Brigade and an Ultimus mare and bids fair 
to be his sire’s logical successor at stud. Crack 
Brigade’s get, few in number so far, are racing 


in great form. Chestnut High Strung, double 
Futurity winner, had had his share of winners 
with small opportunity ere coming to Maryland 
to cover any number of mares. Youngest of 
the lot, and of great popular appeal due to his 
blood lines, is "’Alfred the Great, son of ’‘‘Teddy 
and a staying mare, Iberia by Dark Legend. A 
newcomer to studwork this season Alfred has 
some good mares to his court, and his pedigree 
cannot be faulted, furnishing, as he does, a 
wonderful outcross for American speed mares. 
All four of the stallions’ books are now filled 
for 1937 and John Pons is in for just about 
the busiest spring he ever had since graduating 
from La Salle Military Academy, where Johnny 
was a cavalry troop leader and crack poloist.

Four years ago Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, 
mistress of Prospect Hill Stud two miles east 
of Bel Air, traded a filly and some small amount 
of boot for a broken-down son of Lemonora 
and Eastern Pageant, a maiden by the name of 
Theatrical. Mrs. Heighe was acting in this 
matter on the strong urging of her Stud Groom, 
Fritz Boniface, a horseman possessed of abound¬ 
ing faith in the ability of Theatrical to **make 
good.” And this, despite sage shakings of the 
head by the pundits of breeding matters, and 
more than mere eyebrow lifting by would-be 
advisers in these matters whereof none is too 
wise to learn more. Theatrical is doing in no 
uncertain terms. 

An $8,000 yearling purchase by the Brook- 
meade Stable, the colt, a strongly made big 
chestnut, was raced but once at two, and in 
preparation for the Florida Derby, as the 
Flamingo Stakes was then known, he bowed a 
tendon and would not thereafter stand. 
Theatrical was bought by Harry Smith, erst¬ 
while stable foreman for Brookmeade, in a Bel¬ 
mont Park paddock sale and it was from Smith, 
then at Timonium, that Mrs. Heighe obtained 


the horse. From his first crop there are five 
now two-year-olds. Three will race this sea¬ 
son; two will be reserved for maturer com¬ 
petition. Actress is a winner of one race; 
Rehearsal, from Miss Dinwiddie, by Campfire, 
won her third by cleverly annexing the Pim¬ 
lico Nursery Stake, beating Benjam, winner of 
the Aberdeen Stakes whence the filly had been 
scratched due to track conditions. There are 
six Theatrical yearlings and a like number of 
foals, two of which are owned by Major Ral 
Parr, one of the very few breeders with enough 
**intestinal fortitude” to breed to this unknown, 
unheralded young stallion.

by the fact that no less than fifteen enquirers 
have visited Prospect Hill seeking services to 
the horse within the past three weeks. Few 
went there before on such an errand. Mrs. 
Heighe and Boniface can enjoy a pleasant last 
laugh at the expense of many, including this 
writer as well as Trainer Jack (son of Fritz) 
Boniface who has now well satisfied all previ¬ 
ous doubts as to Theatrical’s siring winners. 
The Heighe organization is small but it 
functions well.

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Moon Blindness In Horses 


Suggestive Preventive Measures

The cause of all cases of moon blindness is 
not fully known, and no feasible cure has been 
evolved. Affected animals should be kept away 
from healthy ones. Local remedies applied to 
the eyes appear to have been utterly useless; 
but recurrence of attacks has, in some cases, 
apparently been avoided by building up the 
strength and consequent resistance of the ani¬ 
mals. This can be done by shifting the animals 
from stable to an open shed with dirt floor 
(kept regularly cleaned and well bedded with 
straw), where they can run in and out at will, 
with access to green pasture (bluegrass, or in 
winter, wheat, rye or barley pasture) and by 
changing their grain to a mixed ration of 50% 
oats, 15% yellow corn, 20% wheat and 15% 
bran. The wheat should be crushed at frequent 
intervals, not more than a week’s supply at 
any one time, and should be well mixed with 
the other grains before feeding. Allow one 
pound of this mixture per 100 pounds live 
weight of animal per day. 

For hay, shift to a mixed hay ration, allow¬ 
ing good bright green alfalfa for half the hay; 
the other half may be any good bright green 
hay, although hay grown on well limed land is 
preferable. The best would be timothy and 
clover mixed hay, in which the clover hay 
runs from 15 to 25% of the total, or even a 
little more. Bright green mixed hay, free from 
dust, is best. Great care must be exercised to 
avoid any molds, as these on hay or grain are 


poisonous to horses. The total hay allowance 
should be 1.2 pound for each 100 pounds live 
weight of animal. This would mean that a 
1000 pound animal would receive 12 pounds 
per day. Horses also should have access to 
green pasture, or to green winter wheat, barley 
or rye pasture, as much as possible. They will 
eat less hay when pastures are good. 

Get a 50 pound block of Morton’s iodized 
salt, colored red with oxide of iron, which you 
can order through any grocer. Put it in the 
pasture where the horses can have access to it 
every day. It should cost you less than a 
dollar, and contains, in addition to iodine, small 
amounts of iron and a trace of copper in the 
iron oxide used to color the salt. All three of 
these elements are important in blood forma¬ 
tion and contribute to health and vigor. 

The system of feeding and management sug¬ 
gested in the three preceding paragraphs, is 
not a cure for moon blindness; but animals 
shifted from whatever feed they have been on, 
to such stabling and such a hay, grain and 
pasture ration as we have just specified, have 
in some cases apparently developed some im¬ 
munity to recurrent attacks, have had no 
further recurrent attacks and the eyes seem to 
clear up. Of course, if an eye has gone com¬ 
pletely blind, no recovery therein is possible. 

We will appreciate a report later from any 
men who have cases of moon blindness, if they 
adopt the measures suggested herein.

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Frederick County Percheron 
Breeders Organize 

At a meeting held April 28th in the office 
of County Agent Shumacher at Frederick 
there was organized a new association of horse 
breeders to be known as the Frederick County 
Percheron Breeders’ Association. This move has 
been projected since Frederick County, one of 
the most fertile farming areas in the whole 
United States, became virtually the *Terche” 
of Maryland. Frederick County breeders point 
out that their county is the Number One 
county for Percheron breeders east of the Ohio 
River in the number of both stallions and 
mares and individual breeders located within its 
boundaries. Warren Tydings, youthful man¬ 
ager of the Covington Livestock Company’s 
holdings, is President of the new organization, 
and John Crum is Vice-President, while Dan 
Wight is Secretary-Treasurer. The affairs of the 
Association will be largely handled by an 
Executive Committee comprised of Ed Derr, 
owner of Derair Farm, Ken Clark, Manager of 
Monocacy Farms, Claude Crum and Henry 
Huffman. At the inaugural meeting of the 
Association twenty-one individual Percheron 
breeders were represented who collectively con¬ 
trol no less than two hundred registered Per¬ 
cheron mares. Objects of the Association at 
this time are four fold. It is hoped to promote 
better Percheron breeding throughout Frederick 
and adjoining counties. Also the Association is 
interested in promoting better exhibits of 
Percheron horses at the fast growing and im¬ 
portant Frederick County Fair, the manage¬ 
ment of which is to be requested to open all 
their horse classes to all comers, as the breeders 
of the county feel themselves possessed of 
horses of sufficiently high class to warrant the 
dropping of restrictions against outsiders. 
Lastly, and very important, the Association in¬ 
tends to sponsor as widely as possible develop¬ 
ment of 4-H Club work in the county and to 
encourage farm boys and girls to grow horses 
in the best possible manner. Frederick County 
breeders continue to add to their holdings by 
the addition of many well bred fillies. A. H. 
Derr, father of Ed Derr, has recently purchased 
four two year old fillies, and his son, who is 
standing Degas Junior, has recently purchased 
from Worden M. Spitler. of Ohio, a pair of 
two vear old black fillies, Laetta and Lula

affected if the **take” is raised. Many promi¬

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opinion, the race tracks are not gold mines. 
The profits at the four major tracks last year, 
prior to deductions for dividends and depre¬ 
ciation, ranged from 5^4% to 9 54 %"'' only, 
which is no more than a fair return on their 
invested capital.

the Racing Commission in requiring the 
one-mile tracks to have 50 races a year 
exclusively for Maryland bred horses as 
well as give premiums to the breeder ot 
each Maryland bred horse winning other 
races. Maryland is the only state that aids 
its breeders in this manner. 

7. . . . that the tracks themselves employ 
4,200 people. 

8. . . . that the competition from other 
States is constantly being increased and it 
is doubtful if the Maryland tracks can 
continue to attract the better class of 
horses under existing conditions. 

9. . . . that the income from horse racing 
is seriously affected by one important 
variable element—the weather. 

10. ... that a tremendous percentage of the 
income received at the tracks goes into 
purses and wages to personnel. Almost 
100% of that portion which goes into 
purses finds its way back into the pockets 
of Marylanders, as it is used to pay jockeys, 
exercise boys, grooms, feed bills, veteri- 
naries, and for drugs, farriers and equip¬ 
ment. 

11. ... that the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion in its 1936 report to the Governor 
admitted: ‘'Increased purse money serves 
to bring better horses to Maryland. This 
increase has necessarily been an added 
burden on the tracks but it is one which 
the tracks must continue to bear if racing 
is to maintain a standard that commands 
public support.” 

12. ... that the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association acknowledges, "Our associa¬ 
tion is interested in the breeding of 
Thoroughbred horses, knowing what it 
means to the rural sections of our State 
to have these farms located in Maryland.” 

13. ... that "the one percent . . . payable to 
the state ... is, in our opinion, all that 
can safely be taken without substantial 
loss of revenue” Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, 193 5.
